NOTE: Applicant has amended independent claims 1 and 6 and as such the amendments to the independent claims 
require further search and consideration by the Examiner to determine patentability of the currently claimed subject matter. Specifically, 
with regard to independent claim 1, Applicant has amended the claim to include "a part of an electrode width of an electrode strip within 
the unformed region of the protective layer being equal to an electrode width of an electrode strip on the protective layer within the 
formation region and enabling measurement of a gap of the electrodes."
